Students Run Repair Shop 


Popular Course Draws Budding Mechanics 


In Dallas 
Fire Kills Planoite

A new auto repair shop has 
been opened in Plano. 
The establishment which 
is located in the rear of the 
Senior 
High 
School 
is 
operated by 30 students who 
are training to 
be auto 
mechanics. 
“A shortage of mechanics 
ex ists,” com m ents Glen 
Fuller, instructor of the 
vocational class ‘‘We have 
been meeting that need for 
more than 
IO 
years 
by 
supplying the auto industry 
with top quality people 
“ Of course, the better you 
are, the better are your 
chances of advancement and 
salary increase,” he con­ 
tinues, “but after a student 
successfully completes our 
two-year course he should be 
able to find some type work 
in the mechanics field. If he 
isn t qualified to become a 
full-fledged mechanic, I can 
usually get him on at a 
dealership where he can get 
a d d i t i o n a l 
o n - t h e - j o b 
training.” 
Students are carefully 


screened before they are 
allowed to sign up for the 
course since there is usually 
a waiting list, according to 
Fuller. Many years, twice as 
many students sign up for 
the course than can be ac­ 
commodated. 
Fuller and 
vocational 
c o u n s e l o r s 
i n t e r v i e w 
students who request a place 
in the class. Hobby interests, 
extra-curricular 
activities 
and aptitude tests are all 
considered before a student 
is selected for the course. 
The shop, 
which 
was 
recently moved from the 
Williams campus to Building 
B on the new senior high 
campus, is fully equipped, 
although Fuller notes that 
some tools for use on foreign 
vehicles 
have 
not 
yet 
arrived. 
The students work on all 
makes of autos and study all 
phases of auto mechanics 
except air conditioning and 
automatic 
transmissions. 
Fuller says these two sub­ 
jects are so complex that 
complete courses could be 


taught about either one. 
During the first year. 
students concentrate on the 
basic repairs with Fuller 
m aking 
most 
of 
the 
decisions. 
By the second 
year, however, the students 
diagnose problems brought 
in, repair the vehicles and 
then check to insure the 
problem has been corrected. 
“About 75 percent of our 
time is spent in hands-on 
training,” he says. “As near 
as we can, we hold the class 
in the same way they will 
work 
in 
a 
shop 
after 
graduation. I own the shop 
and the students are my 
employees. 
“ Primarily, they work on 
cars owned by teachers and 
other students,” 
Fuller 
explains, “but we do take in 
vehicles from the general 
public, if these problems fit 
in 
with 
what 
we 
are 
covering. We charge the list 
price for parts and the labor 
is free. Occassionally we 
work on cars owned by the 
district, but most of the 
repairs are done by the 


garage maintenance crew, 
since wre have to keep 
vehicles longer than an 
ordinary shop.” 
Fuller says he checks all 
repairs 
when 
they 
are 
finished and often as they 
progress. He is always 
available for questions while 
the repairs are underway 
and many of the problems 
are used in lieu of textbooks 
for explanation 
purposes. 
The students usually work 
in pairs, and normally five 
or six jobs are being done at 
the same time. 
Fuller says that most of 
his students also belong to a 
chapter 
of 
Vocational 
Industrial Clubs of America 
(VTCA) where they learn 
other 
skills 
useful 
to 
mechanics. VICA sponsors a 
youth leadership program 
which concentrates on such 
subjects as how to get a job, 
how to get along with people 
and how to hold a job after a 
student has it. 
F u ller’s advisory com ­ 
mittee is also helpful in these 
areas as well as in making

By 3:57 a m., the 
blaze- apparently limited to 
the 14th floor—went to five 
alarms, and a total of 80 
firefighters fought the fire 
and brought it under control 


at 4:57 a m. 
At press time, cause of the 
blaze was undetermined, but 
Dallas Fire Chief Merrill 
Hendrix placed the loss at 
more than $150,000 
The 29-year-old Hurst was 
a private with the Dallas 
Fire Dept and had been w ith 
the department for three 


years A former McKinney 
resident, he is survived bv 
his wife, Debora, and a one- 
month-old son 
Funeral services for Hurst

The final assaults on local groceries, retail stores 
and service stations are expected to be made tonight, 
since virtually all businesses will be closed tomorrow, 
Christmas Day.

Knowing 
that 
under 
existing circumstances the 
Postal 
Service 
cannot 
possibly make ends meet, 
the Postmaster General has 
asked Congress to grant 
temporary relief in the form 
of an additional public 
service appropriation, to 
cover the difference between 
revenue and costs, for the 
next two or three years. 
During this period, the 
P o s tm a s te r 
G e n e ra l 
proposes, a study com ­ 
mission should determine 
what 
costs 
should 
reasonably be charged to the 
m ailer, and what costs 
should be born by the 
general 
taxpayers 
as 
“public service” costs. 
He has also asked the 
Congress 
to revise the 
ratem aking 
process, 
to 
make it more responsive to 
the actual monetary needs to 
operate a viable postal 
system. 
In making the proposals, 
the Postm aster G eneral 
made it clear that the Postal 
Service cannot, in good 
conscience, ask the public to 
pay 
higher 
prices 
for 
postage unless it is willing to 
make sacrifices of its own. 
So he ordered a service-wide 
belt-tightening program , 
aimed at cutting postal 
expenditures as close to the 
bone as possible. 
Here are some of the 
elements of that program: 
We have taken steps to 
implement nationally, as 
soon as feasible, a program 
to increase productivity by 
equalizing 
the 
work 
requirem ents 
of 
letter 
carriers. Most carriers now 
work an eight hour day. 'Hie 
latter Carriers’ Evaluation 
System will try to assure 
that all of them do. 
We have applied a strict 
limitation on filling postal 
vacancies from outside the 
Postal Service. 
We have put a lid on all but 
the most essential overtime 
work. and even that must be 
approved by the next highest 
level of authority, unless it is 
directly connected with the 
distribution and delivery of 
the mail. 
The Postmaster General 
has 
instructed 
field 
m anagers, 
pursuant 
to 
terms of the Postal Service s 
national agreement with the 
employee unions, to begin 
declaring 
excess 
those 
employees 
not 
actually 
required to handle the mails 
in a given facility. This will 
enable those employees to be 
transferred 
to 
other 
facilities which have fewer 
workers than they require to 
handle their workload 
We are insisting on cur 
bline delivery in new single- 
f a m i l y 
r e s i d e n t i a l 
developments and clustered 
mail boxes in new high 
density areas, instead of 
door delivery of mail 
Before your register your 
objections to this, let me cite 
some of the economic facts 
involved. It costs us nearly 
$50 a year per address to 
deliver mail door-to-door. 
Curbside delivery costs $39 a 
year per custom er, and 
delivery 
to 
centralized 


cluster boxes costs $24 a 
year per address. 
Multiply the potential 
savings over the millions of 
addresses we serve each day 
and you can see the hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
involved. 
There are other areas 
where a hard and objective 
look can turn up more ways 
to keep our costs in line 
without reducing the quality 
of service we provide. One 
which has received con­ 
siderable publicity concerns 
small post offices. 
The General Accounting 
Office—an 
investigatory 
arm of Congress—issued a 
report last June saying the 
Postal Service could close 
about 12,000 small post of­ 
fices, save some one hun­ 
dred million dollars, and still 
provide a level of service 
equal to or higher than that 
now 
received 
in 
those 
communities. 
We agree with that report. 
But we must be sensitive to 
other 
considerations—no­ 
tably the interest of many of 
Congress—in assuring that 
the 
com m unities 
they 
represent do not suffer a 
cutback in essential ser­ 
vices 
Rural delivery service, 
frankly, represents better 
service than many of these 
small 
offices 
can 
now 
provide. The GAO report 
found that, in those areas 
where we have instituted 
rural delivery in place of a 
small country post office, 
one out of ten customers 
were not pleased with the 
change 
Only one in ten 
preferred going 
to 
the 
village post office to pick up 
the mail, rather than have it 
delivered to the rural box. 
The Plano post office, of 
eoui se, will not be affected 
by the new closing policy. 
The types of post offices that 
might be eliminated under 
the new policy are like these 
which have recently been 
closed:

Lists Common 


Garden Goofs 


If you’re an indoor gar­ 
dener who thinks he can kill 
anything green, you might 
enjoy taking a “ How Not to 
Grow House Plants” look at 
your horticultural hangup, 
says James R. 
Risinger, 
Collin County Extension 
Agent. 
Listed below are the chief 
gardening goofs keeping 
folks from enjoying foliage 
plants indoors to the fullest. 
Growing plants indoors is 
difficult at best. It’s far 
easier, and cheaper in the 
long run, just to spend a few 
dollars more, get a plant 
that's the size you want it, 


and maintain it status quo. 
C on dition s 
indoors, 
especially 
light, 
also 
humidity, are not good for 
normal plant growth. But it’s 
not all that tough just to keep 
a grown plant healthy. 
Fertilizers should not be 
added liberally, as most of 
us are inclined to do. Run 
plants semi-starved, and 
they’ll have only enough 
nutrients to stay alive and 
lovely, 
not 
enough 
to 
produce 
weak, 
spindly 
growth. 
Watering should never be 
done by the calendar (every 
day, every five days or so 


on). Water your plants when 
their soil is dry to the touch, 
and then only enough to 
moisten the soil, not saturate 
it. 
I n t e r v a l s 
between 
waterings will vary from 
days to weeks. Let the plant 
and the soil tell you when. 
Too many gardeners water 
too often and too much. 
Plants kept just a bit dry 
don’t grow, precisely our 
goal. 
Container choice is im­ 
portant, but remember it 
must be functional. Ifs so 
much easier to keep plants in 
containers with drainage 


holes, since salt build-up 
needn’t be a concern then. 
Where water can’t drain 
out, it leaves dissolved salts 
behind as it evaporates, only 
to accumulate like the Great 
Salt Lake. Periodic leaching 
through 
a 
drain 
hole 
eliminates these soluble 
salts, thereby saving the root 
systems. 
Warm furnace air is fine, 
and most plants will thrive in 
its warmth, but not directly 
in its path. While warm air 
itself won’t hurt the plant, 
the continual loss of ac­ 
cumulated humidity will. 
Help your plants evade the 


draft, both hot and the not- 
so-hot. 


Select a spot for a plant 
you’ve bought and you’re 
likely to have problems 
unless you’re willing to 
undertake 
environmental 
changes (lighting, etc.). It’s 
far easier to know what you 
can tolerate for a given spot 
in your home and find a plant 
that fits in. 


Soil is not best for the 
average house plant. In fact, 
you’ll probably find it one of 
the worst growing media, 
particularly here in black 
clay gumbo-land.

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The Madonna and Child 
have long been a source of 
inspiration to artists. The 
period that produced the 
greatest works of art, of the 
Madonna and Child, was 
the Renaissance, though 
there is evidence of paint­ 
ing of the Madonna long 
before. 
„ 
The number of Madonna 
pictures increased after the 
Council of Ephesus, in 431 
A.D., when the Virgin Mary 
and Child became symbols 
of the accepted Christian 
faith. The oldest paintings 
were found in the cata­ 
combs of the early Chris­ 
tians, built betw een the 
First and Fifth Centuries, 
as places of worship. As per­ 
secution of the Christians 
under Roman emperors be­ 


came more intense, they 
took to the catacombs as 
places of prayer and refuge. 
In the catacomb of Saint 
Calixtus, in Rome, one of 
the earliest pictures of the 
Holy Family was found. 
Renaissance means the 
rebirth of the art of classic 
antiquity. Although dates of 
this period vary from coun­ 
try to country, it is gener­ 
ally agreed that it began in 
the late 1200’s and lasted 
into the early 1500’s. It 
was a time in which new 
styles developed in painting, 
sculpture and architecture. 
The society in which the 
artist lived greatly influ­ 
enced his art. 
Some of the greatest 
pieces of religious art were 


produced in th is period. 
Paintings of the Madonna 
were fewer after the 1800 s, 
but the really important 
paintings were produced be­ 
fore then. 
Fra Filippo Lippi repre­ 
sented a sentimental trend 
in painting of the Renais­ 
sance. His “Madonna Ador­ 
ing the Child” includes a 
deep forest background in 
his painting that shows the 
youthful mother kneeling 
before the Child. There is 
a feeling of light and deli­ 
cacy in his stirring work 
“Madonna and Child En­ 
throned.” 
Som e of th e greatest 
paintings of the Madonna 
were done by Raphael in the

many people leave them selves 
so susceptible to open disas­ 
ter, whether it be loss of life 
or property. 
As a public service, Under­ 
writers’ Laboratories, 
a not 
for-profit 
organization testing 
for public safety, would like 
to offer the following safety 
suggestions in order that you 
may have 
a more com plete 
holiday season. 


— Don’t overload circuits. 


— Don’t work on light strings 
while plug is still connected. 


— Don’t 
stretch 
string 
lights 
or extension wiring. 


— Don’t 
use 
string 
lights 
or 
extensions 
outdoors 
unless 
the attached label 
specifies 
you may do so. 


— Don’t use flood lights on or 
near flammable material. 


— Don’t 
place 
electrical 
fix­ 
tures within a child’s acces 
sibility. 


— Do buy 
only 
UL 
labeled 
string lights and cords. 


— Do inspect all wiring insula­ 
tion for possible deteriora­ 
tion, especially if it has been 
stored for an indefinite per 
iod. 


—Do use rubber light socket 
gaskets where provided and 
replace if needed. 


— Do make certain lamps are 
not loose in their sockets. 


Rules Make Decorating Easy 


— Do use UL Listed, 
artificial 
trees wherever available. 
W hile not seeking to m ini­ 
m ize the im portance of any of 
the above points, perhaps two 
should be stressed: overloads 
and physical inspections. 
O verloads are prim arily cre­ 
ated by placing m ore current 
on a w ire than it can handle 
but not enough to cause a fuse 
to blow. At Christm as this is 
usually due t o placem ent of 
too m any bulbs on a single 
extension cord. Result: over 
heating;

insulation;

Gradually, however, the 
increasing number of Eng­ 
lish in this area brought 
about the ad ap tatio n of 
many of the old customs;

One of the more impor­ 
tan t historical events that 
took place on Christmas was 
the crossing of the Delaware 
by Oeorge washington and 
his troops, in 1770. when 
they defeated the Hessians 
at Trenton, New Jersey The 
Americans routed the red­ 
coats who were sleeping off

Sunday Schools, 
which 
had their beginning in the 
first half of the nineteenth 
century, helped to promote 
the acceptance of many folk 
customs, most Importantly. 
Santa Claus and the use of 
the Christmas tree Charles 
Dickens. In his beautiful 
Classics, did much to popu­ 
larize this colorful holiday, 
but it was some time before 
Christmas came to be cele­ 
brated as we know it now.

In New Orleans, the 
wanderings of the Three 
Kings was symbolized by 
the French rCvelllons. gifts 
were for New Year's day. 
In the southwest. Christ­ 
m as c e le b ra tio n s were 
greatly influenced by the 
Spanish. Los Pastors, an 
old miracle play, with the 
eternal struggle of Good and 
Evil as its theme, was staged 
and has been revived on and 
off, through more recent 
years. 
Christmas was recognized 
legally, first in Alabama in 
1830. and by 1890 all states 
and territo ries acknowl­ 
edged it as well. Christmas 
is the only annual religious 
holiday to receive this secu­ 
lar and official sanction. 


ENTER SANTA CLAUS 
In America. Santa Claus is 
known by three names—St 
Nicholas. Kriss Kringle. and 
Santa Claus. St. Nicholas 
first appeared in the first 
half of the fourth century 
in Asia Minor, as Bishop of 
Myra 
Many miracles are 
attributed to him and there 
are many legends th at a t­ 
test to his generosity. He 
was the protector of sailors 
aboard Dutch ships, as well 
as the patron saint of young 
people 
The first Dutch 
church built in New York 
City was named for him. 
Sinterklaas, as he was 
known to the Dutch, even­ 
tually became Santa Claus 


...his original red and white 
vestments became our mod­ 
ern red and white Santa 
costume. 
The Germans and Swiss 
who settled in Pennsylvania 
in the eighteenth century 
believed in the Christ child, 
who brought gifts to chil­ 
dren on Christmas eve. Eng­ 
lish speaking settlers in 
neighboring 
areas 
trans­ 
form ed C nristkindl into 
Kriss Kringle. 


POEMS AND PICTURES 
Clement Clarke Moore is 
credited with creating the 
current Santa Claus image 
and story in his poem “A 
Visit from St. Nicholas.” The 
poem, originally written for 
his children in 1822, has 
been published an endless 
number of times and is one 
of the most popular Ameri­ 
can poems. 
The fat, rosy-cheeked 
Santa we recognize today 
evolved from a series of 
cartoons by Thomas Nast, 
nineteenth century artist. 
His series of C hristm as 
drawings showed too. how 
Santa spends his spare time 
through the year.

Lock Out Yuletide Burglars

If diamonds are a girl s 
best friend, then Christm as 
time can be the burglar's 
bosom buddy u nless the 
homeowner shuts the doors 
and windows in his face. 
Nearly every police depart­ 
m ent in the nation has a list of 
“m usts” and “m ust nots” for 
Harry the Homeowner, all 
aim ed at outsm arting the 
housebreaker. 
W hile they usually are 
dragged out for public con­ 
sumption about this time of 
y e a r, m ost of the 
anti- 
burglary ground rules apply 
as well for the other 
ll 
months What they add up to 
is a lot of common sense. 
For example, 
it doesn’t 
take a sm art cop to tell you 
that leaving the curtains open 
in front of the gift-covered 
Christm as tree is like sending 
an engraved invitation to the 
burglar who m ay be “casing" 
your neighborhood. 
If you must do your last- 
minute Yule shopping, even 


at a nearby store, lock all the 
doors. And that goes for any 
other forages away from the 
house, too. It takes the pro­ 
fessional burglar only a few 
minutes to ransack the house. 
You might even return to find 
him inside. 
The cornered 
burglar can be an ugly char­ 
acter. 
If you aren’t especially 
neighborly all year, try to be 
at Christm as time. If you see 
a 
stra n g e r 
roam ing 
the 
neighborhood, 
notify 
the 
police, especially if you know 
one of your neighbors is away 
from home. 
Another wise move, police 
say, is to question people ob­ 
served 
removing 
property 
from neighboring homes un­ 
less you recognize them as 
friends or relatives. Some­ 
times that will scare them 
away if they are thieves m as­ 
querading as m overs or 
someone with authority to 
enter the house. 
Be sure also to record 
license numbers of strange 
cars parked in the neighbor-

hood or seen cruising by 
slowly The occupants might 
be looking for likely burglary 
targets after the sun goes 
down. 
Don’t leave packages lying 
in plain sight on the seats of 
your car. Thefts from cars — 
locked or unlocked — mount 
sharply during the Christm as 
shopping season 
So put the packages in the 
trunk or on the floor and 
cover them. 
As for locked autos, the 
professional thief can open 
your car door in a m atter of 
seconds. And not all shopping 
center parking lots hire 
security g uards, even at 
Christmas tune. Moreover, 
guards can’t always keep an 
eye on an entire area at once. 
If you buy gifts with serial 
numbers, such as electrical 
appliances, keep a list of the 
numbers. Then if your home 
is burglarized the list will 
make it easier for police .0 
track down the stolen item s 
and see that they are re­ 
turned to you. 
If you can’t produce a list of 


numbers or other identifying 
m arks, police som etim es will 
refuse 
to 
re tu rn 
stolen 
property. 
The 
sam e 
p recau tio n s 
apply to clothing. Instead of a 
serial num ber, make your 
own identifying m ark so you 
can tell police about it later. 
M ost people lock th eir 
garages if they contain valu­ 
able property. At Christm as 
time it’s a “ m ust.” Some­ 
tim es b u rg la rs use tools 
found in the garage to break 
into the house, police warn. 
lf you leave town for a day 
or m ore during the holidays, 
arrange with a neighbor to 
leave 
lights or Christmas 
ornam ents burning at night 
near front and rear doors. 


Even with all these and 
other 
holiday 
precautions, 
the Christm as burglary rates 
rise annually in most cities. 
But you don’t have to be one 
of the statistics. Police say 
the tougher you make it for 
the burglar, the less likely he 
is to m ake your home one of 
his Yuletide targets.

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Wally’s Perennial 
Christmas Card

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — As I remember it Wally was 
Mongoloid; a stubby, homely fellow with an intellectual 
capacity wedged somewhere between slight and faint. I did 
not know his age. nor for that matter much else of his private 
person save the observation he was a desolate creature. I was 
a schoolboy in Everett, Wash ; Wally was the slack jawed 
shadow, forever in need of a bath, who for want of purpose at­ 
tached himself to my crowd. 
He was never formally accepted as a companion, unders­ 
tand. He was just there, desperately hanging about, a nuisance 
not easily dismissed. In some ways he had a usefulness, I sup­ 
pose, to go buy the hamburgers for instance, therefore my 
bunch tolerated him in the spirit of resignation, as a macabre 
inevitability. 
Macabre? This was Wally’s singular fascination, rooted as 
much in his appearance as in his difference. His eyes were 
sunken and dark, his hair unbrushed, his teeth too. He wore a 
heavy pea jacket, and strapped overalls. In a cruel way, this 
was a part of his use to my friends and I, the worse among us 
being not nearly so ugly. I recall when the girls in our gang set 
out to prove something among themselves, one of them oc­ 
casionally was dispatched on a dare to kiss Wally, a 
deplorable duty done with much public demonstration and yet 
I suspect with Freudian impressions that served the need in us 
all. 
Wally did not attend our school, nor perhaps any school, 
there being at the time little public understanding of, or com­ 
passion for, the retarded Each recess he was there, however, 
each noon hour and each assembly. For a time he even came 
to the dances, wearing his tennis shoes, but gave this up in 
confusion after being refused entry on one occasion by a 
chaperone who said he d been drinking wine The accusation 
was a ruse, unfortunately lf the children of my town had 
reservations about Wally, the adults had outright subjectivity. 
Still, Wally hung on, there being no alternative to his second- 
class citizenship but total seclusion. Better berated than 
isolated Once when he was walking behind the girls’ gym­ 
nasium. the instructor called police with a “peeper” com­ 
plaint, and Wally was taken away Once when he spent an 
afternoon picking up litter from the schoolgrounds, the custo­ 
dian chewed on him for ‘ interfering’’ and excluded him from 
the campus for a month Even chased away, though, even 
wronged and mistreated. Wally would return and hang on as 
before. 
Only one time do I remember him alienated by the forces 
against him, during a Christmas, shortly before the school 
vacation Wally showed up with a sprig of evergreen on his 
jacket, and with a large Christmas card in his hands Without 
being asked, he opened the card for everyone he met. explain­ 
ing that he’d received it in the mail, pointing out its quiet 
beauty and reverence of thought But as he often did when sen­ 
sing he could add input to the activity, he stretched a small 
matter into irritating proportions He pushed too hard, he 
became a pest He thus had to be. deserved to be. reproached 
One of the girls did it Gathering a crowd, she called Wally 
over and asked for his rard He gladly complied, explaining 
again that he'd just gotten it through the mail, and running his 
fingers over the colors She held it up. giggling what we all 
knew but wouldn't say. that the card was the same one Wally 
had carru*d around the previous Christmas, and the one before 
that, and going back God knows how many years He had 
bought it himself, no doubt and given it to himself, but told 
the world it was the gift of a friend 
There was nervous laughter Wally began to sob For a mo­ 
ment I thought he might strike out. there were in fact those of 
us who wished he would have struck out But he just wept, 
quietly, turning his face After a time the crowd, now uncom­ 
fortable. wandered away So did Wally, not to return until 
after the holidays and then not so frequently as before 
perhaps, though as ever he had but little choice 
He died some years later. I m told, in an accident occurring 
I close to another Christmas, with no one even then paying 
much notice

Civil War. It is based in 
Warwick, R I. 
In an interview in New 
York City, Miss Matthews 
rem inisced 
about 
her 
career. 
“ The foster child is a 
symbol of the help given 
whole fam ilies,” she said. 
“ R ight now 
in 
K orea 
there’s a toy factory. We 
have about a dozen fathers 
who wanted financial help to 
m ake and sell toys. About 
$2,000 (from F P P ’s general 
fund) 
set 
them 
up 
in 
business. Now their teen­ 
aged boys help. The com ­ 
pany has about 30 employes 
making and selling toys. 
“ In Bolivia last year a 
group of fathers opened a 
bread bakery. They were 
from very poor slums and 
they needed a plant and 
delivery facilities. E very 
day now they’re all over Alto 
Plano Mountain at La Paz on 
their bicycles, selling that 
bread.” 
Every dollar donated to 
help a specific child also 
helps his family, said Miss 
Matthews. A childless widow 
herself, she says, ‘‘I have 
never had any feelings that I 
missed out on having a child 
of my own, perhaps because 
I had this outlet at Foster 
Parents Plan. 
* The m others are given 
nutritional instruction. We 
try to get the children into 
vocational schools if they are 
of an age to work. We have 
literacy classes for illiterate 
parents.” 
Her job provided little 
direct con t$pt/t with faster. 
children, but she is as proud 
as any natural parent of 
youngsters like the Italian 
boy, Fiore, from the hill 
country around Rome who 
becam e a saucier aboard the

worker who wanted to show 
him and other children what 
could be achieved through 
education and work. 
Financial help always is 
necessary, but Miss Mat­ 
thew s is convinced th at 
good,

It is more 
difficult now because (we 
work) alm ost always in the 
third world, where you find 
few hum an resources with 
the ability to be leaders.” 


She said the debilitating 
clim ate in tropical countries 
ham pers even those who are 
in tellig en t and e a g e r to 
work. 


“ We have criteria in every 
country,” she said. 
“ Our 
social workers say, 
‘You 
have to work with us in a 
partnership.’ 


“ They teach home and 
health care and nutrition. 
It’s money down the drain if, 
a fte r 
the 
p aren ts 
and 
children 
have 
physical 
exam s, they fail to boil w ater 
or keep the house and the 
children clean.” 


The 
plan 
depends 
on 
private donors for financial 
support. Miss Matthews said 
the typical 
foster parent 
today is 25 to 40 years old 
w ith 
a 
college-level 
education, deeply involved 
in the world and its needs. 


“ It is a way of paying 
back, a way of sharing,” she 
"said. “ I think they w ant their 
children to grow up with a 
sense of sharing. Often a

around before climbing back 
up the hill, across the country 
the Salvation Army is taking 
no chances. 
It is preparing to help the 
needy of all ages and origins 
during the upcoming Christ­ 
mas season. 
The Yule season is seldom 
a joyous one for the lonely 
and the needy, says Mrs. 
Anita Wilson, a Salvation 
Army official in charge of co­ 
ordinating the organization’s 
efforts with those of countless 
civic and business groups. 
There are those, she points 
out, who view Christmas as a 
time of frustration. Often 
their view is from 
the 
blighted areas of big Ameri­ 
can cities, where hope long 
since has fled. 
And there are the poverty- 


ridden parents whose chil­ 
dren can’t understand why 
they have nothing at Christ­ 
mas time when other boys 
and girls are happy with new 
toys. 
“Ifs the belief of the Salva­ 
tion Army that no parent 
should be placed in such a 
situation,” says Mrs. Wilson. 
“Therefore in most American 
cities we sponsor programs 
aimed at making sure there 
are toys — some new, some 
old but repaired and donated 
— for the children of the 
needy, of those hit this year 
by the recession, of those out 
of work perhaps for the first 
time in their lives.” 
Mrs Wilson points out the 
Salvation Army’s Christmas 
programs are much the same 
in all large American cities, 


differing mostly in their 
scale. They include family 
food projects, toy distribu­ 
tion, clothing distribution, the 
traditional collection kettles 
at street corners and the not- 
so-traditional “adopt-a-fam­ 
ily” program. 
Civil 
groups, 
women's 
clubs, churches, business 
firms, families and individu­ 
als join to contribute to the 
Salvation 
Army 
programs 
with donations of toys, cloth­ 
ing, canned goods, even fresh 
fruit and vegetables and — in 
some cases — cash. 


“The donations are gath­ 
ered into packages for needy 
families,” explains Mrs. Wil­ 
son. ‘The money from the 
kettles and other sources 
helps to buy much of the food 


and other items which go into 
the packages. Some is used to 
buy toys for the Salvation 
Army toy centers set up at 
Christmas time.” 
In some cities the U.S. Ma­ 
rine Corps sponsors “Toys 
For Tots” projects, gathering 
thousands of old toys and see­ 
ing to it that they are re­ 
paired, repainted and ready 
to make children happy 
again.
